| Week's Sport on the Hudson Planned 
for Early June. 


A motor-boat carnival on the Hudson 
River is now being discussed by the mem- | 
bers of the National Association of En- | 
gine and Boat Manufacturers. The plan! 
was talked over informally at the annual! 
meeting of the Executive Committee In 
this city, and at the next meeting, which 
will be held within a month, definite plans 
will be arranged. 

The proposition is to hold a week’s series | 
of races, including contests for all classes | 
of boats, closing with an evening carnival | 
and probably .a display of fireworks, 
The first or second week in June has 
been proposed as the most suitable time 
for the event, and the headquarters for 
the start of the races will, in all proba- 
bility, be from the Columbia Yacht Club, 
foot of West Fighty-sixth’ Street. The 
Association of. Boat Matwfacturers may 
anchor a large barge off the clubhouse 
near the starting and finishing mark. 

One of the most interesting features 
about the carnival will be the races for 
the medium-horse-power boats, those de- 
signed chiefly for pleasure use. Most of 
the racing last season was restricted to 
the high-powered boats, and while some 
of .the’ pleasure. type craft did enter- a 
few events, they were usually at.a disad- 
vantage, even with the handicap allow- 
ances granted. The spirit of the race was 
lost when high-powered boats met those 
of low power, for in such an event the 
interest was centred entirely in the actual 
speed made by the fastest boat, and al- 
though a slow boat might win on its 
heavy handicap allowance, it did not 
really earn the mark of honor that would 
have been granted to it had the same 
boat won without the necessity of a han- 
dicap in a class where all the racing boats 
were of equal calibre. 

This phase of motor boat racing, which 
has been much neglected, except by some 
of the yacht clubs on Jamaica Bay, and 
at Palm Beach to a Hmited extent last 
month, will be made one of the prominent 
features of the coming carnival.

A leading mercantile firm of this city 
writes a letter to THE NEW YorRK 
‘Times, from which we take the follow- 
ing extract of general public interest: 





One of the reasons the underwriters do 
not favor salt water’ for emergency fire 
purposes is because its use would be a rec- 
| ognized improvement that would call for 
la reduction of insurance rates. This re- 
| duction wotild be demanded because salt 
| water is recognized as more effectual in 
putting out a fire than fresh water. THE 
YorK TIMES, as a representative 
paper, should favor the salt-water plan. 
The merchants of this city would, we are 
| sure, appreciate THE Times's favoring the 
salt-water project—not for a temporary 
arrangement or a make-shift until an 
adequate supply of fresh water can be 
had, but for permanent use—constructed 
for the use of furnishing an adequate sup- 
ply of salt water for all time to come, 
| 


So far as relates to efficiency in the 
extinguishment of fire, the difference 
between salt and fresh water is largely 
On the other hand, the 
damage likely to be done by a deluge of 
salt water is materially greater than 
that to be expected from fresh water, 
although either is nearly as bad as 
fire from the point of view of the im- 
mediate insurance hazard.

The United States Civil Service Com- 
mission is doing a good thing in re- 
newing the special effort to secure as 
many candidates for appointment from 
the Southern States as the several 
States are entitled to. When Mr. 
ROOSEVELT was President of the Com- 
mission he carried out this plan with 
energy. Since then it has not been pur- 
sued so vigorously, and we are heart- 
ily glad that it is again to be pressed. 
The particular benefit of it is that it 
carries conviction to the people of the 
South that the civil service, under an 
honest application of the merit system 
is independent of politics, so far as the 
system is applied. Nothing can be

Definition. charming topic by the 
reversal, just made by the Board of 
United States General Appraisers, of a 
decision of the New York Collector of 
Customs. It seems that there recently 
reached this port a stone slab, some four 
feet by five feet in area, that had been 
dug out of a royal palace in Nineveh. On 
it there had been carved, about 800 years 
before the beginning of the Christian era, 
the rude picture of a King, under which, 
in Assyrian characters, 
tion that covered about half of the slab. 
There is, apparently, no question as to 
the authenticity of the relic and no claim 
by anybody that it has any value except 
for its Inscription. Yet the Appraiser 
into whose hands it first fel! gave the 
Government the benefit of a doubt he 
was ingenious enough to raise in his own 
mind, and he assessed the slab as “a 
manufacture of limestone,’’ subject to a 
duty of 50 per cent. ad valorem. The im- 
porter objected to that and insisted that 
the thing was a “ manuscript ” and should 
come in free. That was the problem that 
confronted the Board of General Ap- 
praisers, and after careful deliberation 
and much study of the dictionary its 
members, for a wonder, have decided that 
the importer is right; that the carving is 
a manuscript in the eyes of the law, and 
that it shall come in free of duty. Upon 
the grief of the Collector thereat it is 
not for us to intrude, and we can calmly 
endure the menace to American industries 
involved, but—well, is the carving a man- 
uscript? The dictionaries do support that 
view, but then the dictionaries often 
ascribe a grotesquely exaggerated impor- 
tance to etymology, to the meaning of 
the words out of which other words are 
made, and, though we are as far as pos- 
sible from contending either that 
slab is ‘‘a manufacture of limestone”’ 
or that it should pay a duty of 60 per 
cent. ad valorem or any other, yet we do 
shy violently at calling it a ‘‘ manuscript.” 
For, when all's said and done, it isn’t, 
and every one of us who doesn’t know 
that fact feels it, which comes to the 
same thing in the matter of verbal mean- 
ings. Perhaps the inscription is a writ- 
ing, as distinguished from a printing. but 
to make that fact decisive, to ignore the 
nature of the substance inscribed and 
the purpose of the inscriber is to go too 
far, even Af the lexicographers—and the 
Board of General Appraisers and the 
importers of Assyrian hen tracks—are 
willing to travel that distance. Some day 
when we have lots of time we will tell 
them what a manuscript really is.

They 
have missed most of life’s highér joys; 
they have been bitterly hated by all the 
neighbors over whom they have claimed 
an obnoxious superiority, and they have 
deliberately stuck to the customs of sav- 
ages and barbarians instead of acquiring 
those which races invariably adopt as 
they advance in civilization. An occa- 
sional gleam of almost human intelligence 
having made them suspect that there was 
or might be something wrong with their 
silly argument that it was “natural” to 
sleep when it was dark and to be up and 
doing when it was light, they laboriously 
imagined that there was something the 
matter with “night air,” and that half 
truth and whole lie has been so well 
worked that even to this day even the 
people who sit up latest, to the obviously 
enormous benefit of themselves and the 
world, are wont to be shame-faced about 
their own good common sense and meekly 
to confess, whenever one of the hen-and- 
Hottentot saints assails them, that they 
are tempting early death, and will never 
be happy, wealthy, or wise—a confession 
probably the most foolish ever made by 
man and contradicted by all of history 
and experience. It is extremely well to 
get enough sleep, but it is absolutely im-

A WAY TO END THE WAR.
